Above 2, and not exceeding 3 ounces, 

3 Rupees, (6 Shillings) 
And 40 on, increasing | Rupee,...... (2 Shillings) 

for every additional ounce, or fraction of the 

ounce. 

As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Tolas, the maximum weight allowed” 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that 
letters be not allowed to exceed that weight, to 

revent the ineonvenience of their being refused 
at the Post Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the following superscription for the guidance 
of the Post Office Receivers, viz.

Letters not for places, within the United King 
dom of Great Britain, of which may not require 
to pass through the English Post Office,’ ‘to their 
ulterior destinations, will, as heretofore, be subject 
to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, precise- 
ly at the same rates as thoserfixed for the levy of 
British pre-paid Posiage. 

British and Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea 
Postages, are exclusive of the Indig ordinary 
Inland Postage. 

It is strongly recommended, both for the con- 
venience of the individuals bringing the letters, 
and of the Receivers at the Post Office, that 
Letters intended to be pre-paid should be accom- 
panied by separate receipts, or be entered sepa- 
rately from other descriptions of lettera jn the 
Sender's Dawk Receipt Books.

I. Whereas by an Act of the British Parliament 
passed in the Session held in the Sd and 4th years of 
His Inte Majesty King William the 4th, intituled 
“An Act for effecting an arrangement with the East 
India Company, and for the better Government of 
Hie Majeaty’s Indian Territories till the 30th day of 
April 1854'—It is among other things enacted, that 
the Governor General of India in Council shall have 
power to make Laws and Regulations for repesling, 
amending or altering any Lawa or Regulations what- 
ever then in force, or thereafter to be in force in the 
said Territories, or any part thereof, and to make Laws 
and Regulations for all persons whether British or 
Native Foreigners, or others, and for all Courts of

And itis further cn&fcted, that all the powers 
given by the several-Articles and Orders established 
by this Act shall remain and be in full foree with 
respect to the Crows of such of the Ships or Vessels 
of the Indian Navy as shell be wrecked, or be other- 
wise lost or destroyed, and all the command, power 
and authority of tie Officers of the said Ships or 
Vessels sholl remain and be in full force as effectually 
as if auch Ships or Vesselsto which they did belong 
were not so wreeked, lost or destroyed until they shall 
be regularly discharged from the East India Com- 
pany’s further Service, or remove into some other of 
the Ships or Vessels of the Indian Navy, or until a 
Court Martial shall be held to enquire into the causes 
of the loss ofthe said Ships or Vessels; and if upon 
xuch enquiry it shall appear by the sentence of the 
Court Martial that all or any of the Officers or Seamen 
of the said Ships or Yessela did their utmost to pre- 
verve, get aff or recover the same, and since the loss 
thereof have behaved themselve@ obediently to their 
Superior Officers according to the Discipline of the 
Indian Navy, and the said Articles and. Orders herein- 
before established, then all the pay and wages of the 
said Officers and Seamen, or of such of them as shall 
have done their duty as aforesaid, shall continue ani 
xo on and be paid to the time of their-diacharge or 
death, or if they shall be then alive to the time of the 
holding of Such Cougt Martial, or removal into some 
other of the Ships or Vessels of the Indian Navy, and 
every xuch Officer and Seamen of the Ships or Vessels 
of the Indian Navy who after the wreck or loss of 
his Ship or Vessel shall'act contrary tothe Discipline 
of te Indian Navy, and the several Articles and 
Orders hereinvefore established, or any of them, shall 
Be sentenced by the said Court Martial and punished

as if the Ship or Vessel to which he did belong was 
uot 80 wrecked, lost or destroyed. 

XVI. And#it is further enacted, ¢hat all the pay 
and wages of such Officers and Seamen of any of the 
Ships or Vesela of the Indian Navy as are taken by 
the Enemy, who upon enquity at a Court Martial shall 
appear by the sentence of the anid @ourt to have dona 
the utmost todefend the suid Ships or Vessela, and 
since the taking thereof have behaved themselves 
obediently to their Superior Officers according to the 
Diseipline of the Indian Navy, and the eaid Articles 
and Orders hereinbefore established, shall continue 
and go on and be paid from the time of their being so 
taken to the time of the holding of such Court Martial, 
or until they shall beregularly disoharged from the 
East India Company's Service, or removed into some 
other of the Ships or Vessels of the Indian Navy, or 
if they shall die in captivity or not live to the 
time of the holding of such Court Martial to the 
time of their death in such manner and not other. 
wise, asifhe said Ships or Vessels to which they did 
Lelong respectively were not so taken. 

XVIE. Provided always, and itis farther enacted, 
that no person or persons’ not flying from justice shall 
be tried or punished by any Court Martial for any 
offence to be committed against this Act, unless the 
complaint “ef such offence be made in writing to the 
Goverpor General in Council or Goveryor in Council, 
or some Officer empowered to order a Court Martial, 
or unless a Court Martial to try such offender shall 
be ord: by the said Governor General or Governor 
in Council, or such Officer cither within three years 
after such offence shall be committed, or within one 
year after the return of the Ship or Veseel or of the 
Squadron to which such offender shall belong into 
any of the Ports ia the East Indies, or within one 
year after the returo of such offender into the East 
Indies. ; * 

XVIII. Provided always, that nothing in this Act 
contained shall extendor be construed to extend to take 
away fromthe Lord High Admiral of Great Britain, or 
the Commissioners for exceuting the office of Lord 
High Admiral of Great Britain, or any Vice Admiral, 
or any Judge or Judges of the Admiralty, or bia or 
their Deputy or Deputies, or any other Officers or 
Ministers of the Admiralty, or any others having or 
claiming apy Admiralty power, jurisdiction or authority 
within any of the Queen's Dominions, or from any - 
person or Court whatsoever, any power, right, juris- 
diction, pre-eminence or authority which he or they, 
or any of them lawfully hath, have gg had, or ought ta 
ave or enjoy before the making of fis Act, sv as the 
same person shall uot be punished twice for the same 
offence. 

XIX. And itis further enacted, that the proceedings 
of any Gea Mardat shall nog be delayed by the absence 
of any Of its Members, provided a sufficient number 
doth remain to compose such Court, which shall and 
ia hereby required to sit from day to day, (Sundays 
Aways excepted,) until the sentence be given, any 
thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary thereof 
in anywise notwithstanding ; and no Member of tha 
said Court Martial shall absent himself from the said 
Court during the whole course of the trial upon pain 
of being cashiered from the. East Indian Company's 
Service, except in aas@of sickness, or other extracr= 
dinary and indispensable occasion to be judged of by 
the sail Court.
